GEN. W. W. GORDON 
DIES AT SAVANNA!!- 


Savannah, Ga., Sept. ll.—Gen. W. 
W. Gordon of this place, brigadier 
general commanding the Second Bri­ 
gade, first division, of the Fourth 
Army Corps, United States 
Volun­ 
teers, during 
the Spanish-American 
war, and a Confederate veteran, died 
today at White Sulphur Springs, Va., 
according to a message received here 
today. 
The body will be brought 
here for burial. 
He was born in Savannah on Oct. 
I, 1834, his father being 
William 
W ashington Gordon, the first presi­ 


dent of the Central Railroad of Geor­ 
gia. 
Gen. Gordon served the Confed­ 
eracy with great brilliancy as an of­ 
ficer in J. E. B. Stuart’s cavalry and 
later in the infantry. 
After the Spanish-American war he
